Itis good at this period 
to risk a row or ‘two of corn and 
beans. If a late frost catches. them 
it is a small loss any way. In the 
third planting group will come cab- 
bages, cauliflower and potatoes, which 
should not go out until danger from 
frost is about over, and a little later 
when the soil really warms up we can 
plant melons, cucumbers and celery. 
Outside of the really “early things 
such as peas, spinach ard~ lettuce, 
which make their growth during cool 
weather, there is little object in rush- 
ing the season,,and particularly in 
regard to those hot weather crops 
such as tomatoes, melons, cucumbers 
and the main planting of corn. Even 
if these do escape a light, late frost, 
they will not start to grow until the 
soil and weather really warm up. 


SOME GOOD FLOWERS 

While the garden should be one’s 
own personal or family affair most 
satisfaction will be gained from the 
individual’s own choice of varieties 
and his own plan of lay-out. On the 
other hand, when the beginner seri- 
ously studies his first seed catalogue 
or garden bulletin, he is quite likely 
to be by the extensive lists 
of flowers and vegetables offered. For 
his guidance and foundation the va- 
rieties mentioned in this paragraph, 
which are based on information from 
experimental stations, seed houses 
and the writer’s own garden, are of- 
fered. Among annual flowers one 
can get a very satisfactory showing 
by using Alyssum, Candytuft, Esch- 
scholtzia (California Poppy), Dwarf 
Nasturtium, Portulaca and Pansy, 
among the small or edging plants, 
and Calendula, Corecpsis, Zinnia, 
Mignonette, Shirley Poppies and 
Sweet Pea for medium height, and 
Cosmos and some of the decorative 
sunflowers for tall sorts for back- 
grounds. Among perennials, Peonies, 
Delphinium, Iris, Monkshood, Holly- 
hock, Columbine, Shasta Daisy, Pyre- 
thrum, Bleeding Heart, Sunflower, 
Iceland Poppy, Oriental Poppy and 
Golden Glow, are considered general- 
ly satisfactory and hardy. 


STARTING SEED IN SUNNY 
WINDOW 

Where one does not want to go to 
the trouble of providing a hot bed, 
fair success is achieved by planting 
flowering and vegetable seeds in 
shallow boxes. These should be fill- 
ed with light soil and well watered. 
Plant the seed in rows about an inch 
apart and then cover with burlap, or 
other coarse material, before water- 
ing. The burlap will prevent the water 
washing out the seeds and will also 
stimulate germination. Place the 
boxes in some warm, dark place and 
as soon as the plants show the first 
sign of life, remove the burlap and 
put boxes in a bright window. It is 
best to have a double window, but if 
this is not available keep boxes at 
} least six inches from the glass, par- 
ticularly at night, as 
to suffer from cold. When the second 
set of leaves develops, transplant to 
larger quarters and harden by expos- 
jing gradually to the outdoors before 
| permanently planting outside.

Copy Of War Banner Of Joan Of Are 
Donated By Lord Tyrrell 

A copy of the war banner that

been presented by Lord Tyrrell of 
Avon, the British ambassador, to the 
French nation.

Premier Bracken Of Manitoba Favors 
Contributing Scheme For Canada 
Immediate steps to work out a con- 

tributory unemployment insurance 

scheme for Canada are suggested by 

Premier John Bracken in his budget 

speech delivered as provincial treas- 

urer in the Manitoba Legislature. 

The problem of unemployment re- 
lief, he stated, has proved a serious 
drain on the revenues of both pro- 
vincial governments and municipal- 
ities. Present arrangements, he de- 
clared, are not altogether satisfac- 
tory. 

“The mufficipalities and provinces 
of western Canada, with their limited 
resources,” he said, “ought not to be 
shouldered with the major cost of this 
relief in future. 

‘If no other policy is acceptable to 
the Dominion, we consider that steps 
should be taken immediately to work 
out a contributory unemployment in- 
surance scheme on a national basis

| “As to the cost of relief, if the 
Dominion will not assume the whole 


share any necessary part that the 
Dominion requires in its general 
policies. The money, however, should 
be raised by the Dominion, since the 
Dominion can borrow it at lower rates 
of interest than the province and 
there is no reason why this saving 
should not be passed on to the prov- 
inces and the municipalities.”

THE LATE JOHN WILNER 
John Wilner, one of the first set- 


tiers in the Willesden Green district, 
passed away in Rimbey on Saturday 


morning, April 2nd, age 74 years. 
Mr. Wilner received treatment at 
St. Paul's Hospital three months 


ago, and a month later, with his sis- 
ter, Miss Lizzie Wilney, took up his 
residence in town. Heart trouble, 
from which he had been a snfferer for 
a long time, was the cause of death. 

The funerel was held on Sunday 
afternoon from the Church of the Ep- 
ipheny, to Mount Auburn Cemetery, 
Rev. T. H. Chapman, conducting

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The season is close at hand when once again the roads and highways of 
the country will witness the passing to and fro, in numbers almost beyond 
counting, of automobiles, trucks, busses, vans, motor propelled vehicles of all 
descriptions. Farmers enroute to their marketing centres, city and town 
people bound for their summer cottages or other resorts, tourists from far 
and near, commercial travellers and others engaged on business, freight and 
express cars moving in all directions, will be claiming right-of-way upon 
rural roads, city streets and provincial highways. 

Past years have recorded an ever mounting toll of accidents: resulting 
from all this modern, high powered highway traffic. The lists of killed, 
maimed for life, seriously and less seriously injured, the money loss in 
damaged property, have been appalling. 

The question is: What is to be the record for this year? Is this costly 
toll to go higher still, or are we as a civilized people going to come to our 
senses, and in this year bring about a lessening of these losses? 

The following figures have been compiled across the international boun- 
dary line. They apply only to the United States, but, while conditions may 
be somewhat better in Canada, because our population is smaller and our 
traffic less congested, much the same situation prevails. There is, therefore, 
@ lesson and a warning in these figures for the people of this Dominion. 
Reference has*been made in this column on more than one occasion previous- 
ly to this subject, but no apology is offered for again directing attention to 
it at this time because of its importance and in the hope that thereby at 
least some drivers of motor cars will exércise more caution. 

Every year from 1917 through 1931 deaths from automobile accidents 
have steadily increased. Last year 34,400 people were killed in automotive 
accidents. Nearly a million others, 997,600 were injured. Losses for a period 
of eighteen months ending December 81, 1931, exceeded even the United 
States sacrifices of the World War. 

The money cost, also, is prodigious. The Travellers Insurance Company 
reckons the annual loss at $2,500,000,000. _ 

This is a staggering sum. It is larger than the entire cost of public 
education in the United States. It is far greater than the entire cost, ex- 
clusive of war debts, of the Federal Government. Examination of the circum- 
stances surrounding these accidents shows clearly that they were avoidable. 
Here are some of the salient facts: 

More than 90 per cent. of the motor vehicles involved in personal-injuy 
accidents in 1931 were in good condition. More than 80 per cent. of the | 
accidents occurred in clear weather with dry roads. More than 90 per cent. 
of the accidents involved drivers of more than one year's experience. 

The most hazardous age for driving is under twenty. 

Women apparently are safer drivers than men. One male driver out; 
of every twenty-one licensed was involved in a personal injury accident. 
Only one woman out of every eighty-six licensed was involved in an accident. | 

The outstanding fact is that automobles are improperly operated. Ex- 
ceeding the speed limit was the explanation of 67,080 accidents. Drivers on 
the wrong side of the road accounted for 62,560. Those who did not have! 
the right-of-way accounted for the largest number, 119,330. Cutting in| 
caused 33,540. Failing to signal accounted for ‘27,740. Driving off the road- 
way explained 60,630. Plain reckless driving added another. 34,830. 

Just one conclusion is possible. Heedless, reckless, inconsiderate driving | 
is taking this tragic toll of life and treasure. | 

The remedy is not, however, to be found in drastic statutes and regula- | 
tions limiting speed. That experiment has been tried and it proved‘an utter | 
failure, ‘ . 

What is practicable is the insistence by law and public opinion upon safe 
driving at all times and at all places. The man or woman who tends to drive 
in a way dangerous to pedestrians or other motorists should be denied a} 
license, and if they have already received one, it should be withdrawn. 
Licenses must be taken from drunken drivers, incompetent drivers and reck- 
less drivers, , 

Respect for the law and voluntary observation of the rules of safe driv- 
ing are required. Motorists as a class may well organize for safety, and 
pedestrians should recognize the fact that, on our motor driven streets and 
highways, they take their lives in their hands when they disregard the | 
regulations and bylaws enacted for their own safety. 

The vast majority of cars are dependable today, but, like any piece of | 
machinery, some part may weaken or get out of order. It is, therefore, the! 

duty of the driver to have it checked over thoroughly and frequently. His | 
own life, as well as the lives of others, may depend upon the precaution. 

But, in the final analysis, and in an overwhelming majority of cases, it | 
is the driver, not the condition of the car, who is responsible for accidents. It 
is the human element that counts; that is the vital factor in nearly all these 
tragedies. Law alone cannot control him, although it may punish him after- 
wards, providing he is alive to receive punishment. He must control himself.

Attention Is Called To An Important 
Phase Of Honey Production 

C. B. Gooderham, Dominion Apiar- 
ist for the Department of Agriculture 
at Ottawa, calls attention to an im- 
portant phase of honey production in 
the following statement: ‘The amount 
of honey which a colony can gather 
is largely dependent upon the num-

for field work during the period of 
honey flow and upon the ability of 
the beekeeper to keep this force con- 
tentedly working.
